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Reasons for Allowance 

This action is in response to the amendment received on May 8, 2008. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The method and 
apparatus for tightening a screw joint to a desired target torque as recited in the claims of the 
instant invention fail to be taught by the prior art cited of interest. The applied prior art USPN 
6,668,212, issued to Colangelo teaches a method an apparatus for tightening a screw joint to a 
desire target torque level using an impulse wrench having an impulse unit with a motor driven 
inertia drive member and a programmable control unit arranged to control a power supply to the 
impulse wrench, with step of starting the process of tightening the screw joint at a reduced 
maximum power, then reduces after a limited time the power to an intermediate level, then 
ramps up the power supply according to a rate retrieved from preproduction established table, 
and then shut-off the power supply, but fails to teach wherein the tightening process is started at 
reduced power supply and the power supply is increased after the very first delivered impulse, 
and whereby the power supply is reduced as an instantaneous torque magnitude reaches a 
predetermined percentage of a desired target torque level.
